CHILD TWICE KIDNAPED 
BY MAN NAMED MILLER 


Child Was Sent to Columbia Last 
July and Taken Into Private 
Family—Through Letters 
of Miller’s She Lo- 
cated Mother. 


Columbia, §&. C., November 13.—A 
strange story of abduction was made 
known here today when Mrs. McNeill 
Wilson, of Dade City, Fla., arrived and 
claimed her daughter, Loula, who had 
been twice stolen from home in Florida, 
the last time nine years ago. 

The story as told by the mother is al- 
most like a climax chapter taken from 
‘some romance rich In its holding of hu- 
The following facts in the 
case were told by Mrs. Wilson: 

Nine years ago a man named Miller 
secured board at her home. He was from 
the north and claimed to be an author. 
He became strangely infatuated with 
Mrs. Wilson's little daughter, then but 
6 years old. 

Miller disappeared suddenly one day, 
taking the child with him. For eleven 
months search was made for the kidnap- 
ed child and at the end of this time she 
was located in a convent at St. Augus- 
tine. ‘Mrs. Wilson immediately instituted 
legal proceedings to secure her chiid, in 


man interest. 


‘which she succeeded. 


Child Is Stolen Again. 

Several months later a man named 
Henderson, presumably acting for Mil- 
ler, appeared in Dade City, and, by a 
cleverly planned scheme, succeeded in 
again kidnaping the child. Again was 
search for her instituted, which was re- 
warded by clews which led the mother 
te believe her Httlhe daughter was con- 
fined in a convent in Selma, Ala. Thither 
ehe went, only to find that the abductors 
had gotten wind of her coming and spirit- 
¢d the child away. 

During the intervening years Mrs. Wil- 
pon Was frequently in receipt of mysteri- 
@us letters purporting to give clews as 
to the whereabouts of her child. Although 
investigated in each instance, the letters 
proved to be false clews. Mrs. Wilson's 
elder daughter went to Canada on a 
fruitless errand in answer to a letter re- 
ceived two years ago. Her mother re- 
ceived a photograph of her child, but the 
postmark gave no clew as to her where- 
abouts. 

Last July the child eame here alone and 
applied to the Ursuline convent for ad- 
mission, saying her name was Mary 
Young and bearing letters signed by a 
Mr. Miller. She could not tell much of her 
antecedents and the mother superior re- 
fused to admit her. One of the sisters, 
however, secured the girl a home with 
Mr. and Mrs. E. G. Sandifer, a Catholic 
family in the city, anu with them she has 
Since lived. 

Letters Gave Clew. 

She is a bright, attractive girl and knew 
there was some mystery in her life. As 
s00on as she had gotten away from Miller 
she commenced to make investigations 
into matters referred to in a letter of 
Miller’s which had fallen into her hands. 
She secured the names of parties in south 
Florida and <fter weeks of correspond- 
ence the child's efforts led to the mother 
coming here yesterday, a happy reunion 
and the ending of a most remarkable 
case. 

The mother and child left for their 
Florida home tonight. It is understood 
that Miller is now a resiaent of Lake 
City, Fla. 


MISS STONE IS NOT TO BLAME.

Out reason for apprehending any special 
danger. No warning whatever was giv- 
én Miss Stone as to this particular jouw 
hey, either by the Turkish or Bulgarian 
authorities. She had the usual escort 
of eighteen or twenty people and was 
accustomed to carry with her a Turkish 
teskre, or permit, to travel. One of the 
missionaries acquainted with the region 
States that the route Miss Stone took 
Was the safest of any in that region. The 
Statement further affirms that there is 
no ground whatever for criticizing Miss 
Stone for want of precaution in making 
this journey. 


COTTON RAISING IN OKLAHOMA. 


Report Sent Out by Agricultural Di- 
vision of the Census Bureau. 

Washington, November 13.—Ttte agri- 
Cultural division of the census bureau has 
completed its tabulation of the acreage 
and production of cotton in the territory 
Of Oklahoma in 1899. In that year there 
were 240,678 acres in cotton, producing 7),- 
675 commercial bales, the equivalent of 
72,011 bales of 500 pounds, of a value to 
the farmers, not including cotton seed, of 
$2,317,110. 

The report of cotton ginneu in the same 
territory, as given by the manufacturers’ 
division was 71,983 bales of 50 pounds. 
There is thus a variation of only twenty- 
eight bales between the report of the

der, the oldest practicing physician 

of Atlanta and a citizen long identi- 
fled with the best interests of the commu- 
nity, is lying dangerously ill at his resi- 
dence on Ponce de Leon avenue and is 
not expected to live. He has been s@- 
riously ill for the past few days, a change 
for the worse occurring yesterday. Last 
night he was reported to be sinking and 
the gravest fears are entertained. 

Dr. Alexander's sickness is the result 
of a general breaking down of the sys- 
tem. He is 77 years of age and has led 
an active life in his profession. Few 
men are better known in the medical 
profession. He was one of Atlanta’s first 
physicians and has made a reputation for 
himself that caused -him to become a 
recognized authority. ts: retired from 
active practice several years ago. 

Dr. Alexander is widely known through- 
out Georgia and the entire south. He was 
prominent in municipal affairs, especially 
in that feature that deals.with the health 
of the city. He is attended by Dr. J. 
C. Olmstead. 

Something of His Career. 

Dr. James Franklin Alexander was 
born in Greenville district, South Caro- 
lina, May 24, 1824. When he was a chiid 
his parents moved to Georgia and set- 
tled at Lawrenceville, where he received 
the principal part of his early education 
at a school taught by Rev. James Pat- 
terson. He began the study of medicine 
in 1846 and graduated from the medical. 
college of Georgia, Augusta, in 1849. The 
following account of the cause of his 
residence in Atlanta is given in the Me- 
moirs of Georgia: 

“In April, 1849, a man was attacked with 
smallpox, and Dr. Alexander, though he 
had just graduated, thought he saw an 
opportunity to establish himself in At- 
lanta. He immediately went there, think- 
ing, as he says, ‘that it was no worse 
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to run the risk of catching the smallpox 
than to have no practice.’ Arriving in 
Atlanta he met Dr. E. C. Calhoun, of 
Decatur, Ga., a former classmate, who 
had come on the same errand and who 
had secured the refusal of the only room 
then to be had that would serve as an 
office. Dr. Calhoun, however, decided 
that the rent for the little office (it was 
only $6 per month) was too great, and 
Dr. Alexander at once secured it. The 
smallpox patient was lying ill at the 
Thompson house, which stood where the 
Kimball house now stands, and was con- 
ductéd by Dr. Thompscn, who soon after 
erected a little board Structure outside 
the city limits, to which the patients, 
two men and a woman, were removed. 
There Dr. Alexander took charge of them 
and under his efficient care and treatment 
they all recovered. This made Dr. ‘Alex- 
ander’s reputation at once and he imme- 
diately entered upon a large practice, 
which continued to increase until his re- 
tirement from active work several years 
ago.”’ 

At the outbreak of the war Dr. Alex- 
ander entered the confederate service as 
surgeon of the Seventh Georgia infantry, 
of which L. J. Gartrell was the first colo- 
nel. He served six months in the fleld 
and was then detailed to hospital duty in 
Atlanta, in which he was actively en- 
gaged until the close of the war. 

For ten years he was a member of the 
board of health of Atlanta and president 
for several terms. In 189, during the 
yellow fever scare, he maintained that 
the disease would not spread in Atlanta, 
and as president of the board of health 
and against active opposition, he opened 
the doors of Atlanta to the fever refugees. 
One fever patient was brought here and 

was treated without the disease spread- 
ing, thus proving that Dr. Alexander's 
faith in Atlanta’s climate was not mis- 
placed. 
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RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 


melagetion of Business Men Wait on 
the President. 

Ww dla November 13.—A_ distin- 
guished body representing the commercial 
organizations of New York, Boston, Buf- 
falo, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Indianapolis 
and Cincinnati called upon the president 
today to urge the importance of reciproc- 
ity with Canada. J. R. Leeson, of Bos- 
ton, acted as spokesman of the party. He 
told the president that next to Great Brit- 
ain and Germany the trade of Canada 
with the United States represented more 
in money to the manufacturers and pro- 
ducers of the United States than that of 
any other country and that unless some- 
thing was done to further that trade in 
the way of reciprocal concessions all of 
it might be endangered. 

The president received the delegation 
cordially. He said-that he did not need 
to be reminded of the importance of a 
question to which he had given much 
thought and attention. He said, however, 
that he did not think it proper for him 
.to express a preference for reciprocity 
with one particular country; that the 
whole subject was being canvassed and 
he hoped that something would be done 
at the approaching session of congress. 


ONLY HELD A SHORT SESSION. 


Schley Court of Inquiry Considering 
the Evidence. 

Washington, November 13.—The Schley 
court of inquiry met today and continued 
its consideration of the evidence submit- 
ted to it during the trial of the case. No 
information is obtainable concerning the 
progress of the work. The court adjourn- 
ed at 12:30 p. m. for the day. _ 


No Longer Needed. 

Washington, November 13.—The secre- 
tary of the interior has notified the sec- 
retary of war that troops are no longer 
needed in Indian Territory. The troops 
now in that territory were sent there a 
month ago from Fort Reno on account 
of a disturbance. 


Virginia Methodist Conference Oepns. 

Newport News, Va., November 13.—Bish- 
op Duncan opened the Methodist confer- 
ence of Virginia this morning. Dr. White- 
head was elected secretary for the forty- 
second consecutive time, with Rev. 8S. 8. 
Lambeth, Rev. George F. Green and 
Rev. Joseph D. Langley assistants. Com- 
mittees on public worship, conference re- 
lations, memorials and entertainment 
were appointed. 


AGUINALDO GOES ANYWHERE. 


Guard Accompanies ‘Him—Writ of 
Habeas Corpus Being Framed. 

Washington, November 13.—While the 
war department has not been advised of 
the reported step to secure the release 
of Aguinaldo from captivity through writ 
of habeas corpus, they were prepared 
for a move in that direction. A few 
weeks ago the first application of this 
kind was made in the case of a military 
prisoner, and as there was some indica- 
tion of a disposition on the part of the 
Philippine commission to uphold the 
right of habeas corpus in that case, the 
president was obliged to cable some in- 
structions both to the commission and to 
General Chaffee, the result of which was 
a practical denial of the writ. 

As far as Aguinaldo is concerned, it is 
said that his. captivity is only nominal. 
The only evidence consists in the appear- 
ance by his side of an army officer when 
he walks about’ the town, for he is free 
to go almost anywhere. Moreover, it is 
said that this escort is perhaps necessary 
to protect Aguinaldo from assault, as he 
has been threatened by the secret so- 
cieties. 

Victoria, B. C., November .13.—Accord- 
ing to mail advices received from Manila 
by the empress of China, Judge O'Neil, 
an American lawyer, is engaged in en- 
deavoring to secure the release of Aguin- 
aldo by habeas corpus proceedings.

Montana Trait Robber Iden- 
tiled by Railroad Men, 


THEY DESCRIBE HOLD-UP 


When Confronted ty His Victims the 
Robber Never: Flinched, but 
Said He Would Talk When 
the Time .Gomes To 


Do\So. 


St. Louis, November 13.—The November 
feder’ vrrand jury today returned indict- 
menis .zainst Harry Longbaugh, alias 
John Arnold, the Mysterious Montana 
train robber suspect, and his companion. 
Laura Bullion. They. were indicted on 
seventeen separate GOunts each. Charles 
H. Smith and Michael F. O'Neil, express 
messenger and fireman, respectively, of 
the Great Northern flyer that was held 
up ast July near Wagner, Mont., ar- 
rived here this aftérnoon and identified 
the suspect under afrest as Harry Long- 
baugh, the man who held up the train 
and took the lead in Intimidating the train 
crew and blowing open the express com- 
pany’s safe, from which nearly $100,000 
in unsigned bills of the national bank of 
Helena were stolen, 


O'Neil says that Longbaugh is the 
man who climbed Over the tender and 
held up Bngineer Jdnes and himself and 
then superintended the blowing up of the 
safe. His recollection of the episode was 
so vivid that he could describe the two 
revolvers that the robber used. The po- 
lice say that they afe the same weapons 
that were found on the prisoner when 
he was arrested. Smith and O'Neil came 
to St. Louls accompanied by D. F. El- 
liott, general manager of the Great 
Northern Express Company, in whose 
care the bank notes were when stolen. 

Longbaugh never flinched when the 
identification was made. ile merely look- 
ed at the men an ans ad contemptuous- 
ly. Chief Desmo Longbaugh his 
real name. 

“IT will talk when the time comes,”” was 
the reply, and not another word could the 
chief get out of the stubborn prisoner. 

“I first saw this man when we were 
about 500 yards out of Malta,” said O’ Nell, 
the fireman. ‘I was shoveling coal and 
I looked up and saw him coming over the 
tender. He had a big pistol in his left 
hand and a smaller one in his right hand. 
When he saw that I saw him, he cov- 
ered me with his pistol and told me to go 
on with my work. I complied. 

“Then he came on toward me and the 
engineer, T. R. Jones. He kept one pis- 
tol on me and the other on Jones.’”’ 

‘“‘ "What does this mean?’ said Jones. 

“It means that this is a hold-up and 
that it is going through,’ the fellow said, 
as he climbed on the seat by the. engi- 
neer’s side.’’ 

Fireman O'Neil then related in detail 
the story of the robbery, adding: 

“After looting the safe and getting the 
money,e they had horses standing. there 
and they rode away on a gallop, shooting 
all the while.”’ 

O’Neil said that for 8 miles he rode in 
the same cab with the suspect. He studied 
his features carefully. He said that when 
the robbery occurred Longbaugh had a 
short, stubby moustache. It did not seem 
so dark as it does now. 

Chief Desmond says that he now thinks 
that the suspect’s real name is Ben Kil- 
patrick. “A tall Texan’’ answering the 
suspect’s description was implicated in 
several train and bank robberies in the 
west and he was known as Kilpatrick. 

Messrs. Elliott, O’Neil and Smith will 
remain in St. Louis a day or two. The 
men may testify in the United States 
court if it is decided to continue the 
prosecution here. 

Since this last evidence has turned up 
it may be deemed best to take him to Mon- 
tana for trial, where the offense of trai: 
robbing is punishable by death. 


WILL NOT HINT AT REVISION.

St. Paul, Minn., November 13.—8S. 0. 
Haynes, publisher of a commercial news- 
paper at New York, speaking at the din- 
ner given by the Northwestern Manufac- 
turers’ Association tonight, stated that 
President Roosevelt had given his posi- 
tive assurance that the message to con- 
gress would contain no reference to re- 
vision of the tariff. 

The president has stated, however, that 
he favored placing the tariff on a strict 
business basis, keeping it apart from po- 
litical manipulation. Mr. Haynes felt as- 
sured that another and more determined 
effort would be made at the coming ses- 
sion to secure the appointment of a tariff 
commission.

The Seaboard Company, incorporated at 
Trenton, N. J., yesterday, is, says a Bal- 
timore specia} tonight, formed to acquire 
control of the Seaboard Air Line railway 
from the dominant interests of this prop- 
erty. For this purpoge the new company 
will, it is understood, secure the stocks 
owned by John 8. Williams & Sons and 
the Richmond Safe Deposit and Trust 
Company, of Richmond, Va.; J. W. Mid- 
dendorf & Co., the Continental Trust 
Company, Willlam A. Marbors and 
Townsend, Scott & Co., of Baltimore; C. 
Sidney Shepard, of New Haven; Willlam 
F. Cochran, of Yonkers, N. Y.; Pember- 
ton, McAdoo & Co., and Ladenburg, Thal- 
man & Co., of New York city. 

The new company is chartered with 
sweeping privileges, including the right 
to build and operate railrcad lines, steam- 
ship lines, telephone and télegraph lines, 
and to deal in bonds and mortgages. The 
authorized capital of the company is $,- 
000,000. 

The present plan ccntemplates the is- 
suance of $250,000 of capital. It is pro- 
posed to acquire 200,00 shares of the com- 
mon and preferred stocks of the Seaboard 
Air Line railway out of the whole issue 
of the two classes of 480,000 shares. 

There is now outstanding about $19,000,- 
000 of the preferred stock and $29,000,000 
of the common stock, 

The company will be- vested with 5 = 
lute centro] ef the Seaboard. system. 
interests who turn over their stocks to fit 
will be the controlling spirits. It is learn- 
ed that the basis of excnange provides for 
the issuance of 4 per cent debenture bonds 
of two classes. For Seaboard preferred 
stock, class A will be given, and for Sea- 
board common stock class B will be is- 
sued.

The first of today’s developments was 
the incorporation, at Trenton, N. J., of 
the Northern Securities Company, with 
a capital stock of $400,000,000, and the sec- 
ond was the unanimous adoption by the 
Northern Pacific directors of a resolution 
providing for the retirement at par of 
the company’s preferred stock on Jan- 
wary 1, 1902. 

There was a full attendance at the 
meeting at.which this Action was,ta 
those present {néiuding George F- 
and Charles Steele, representing. Je P. 
Morgan.& Co.; E..H. Harriman, of -the 
Harriman syndicate, which is‘in control 
cf the Union Pacific; James J. Hill, pres- 
ident of the Great Northern; Samuel Rea, 
vice president of the Pennsylvania; James 
Stillman, of the National City bank; H.

Only by Unanimous Consent. 

_ “Certainly. then, a motion that a mem- 
ber be allowed to explain his vote is not 
in order. A member has no inherent right 
to explain his vote. The constitution of 
this state does not give that right. In 
this case it could be setured only by 
unanimous consent. The hcuse can dis- 
place any rule by unanimous consent 
except a constitutional rule. The mo- 
tion to permit a member to explain his 
vote is not a privileged motion. I would 
call special attention to the fact that 
there is not one question in ten before 
this house on which the previous question 
is called, and where it is not called a 
member can by a majority vote of the 
house explain his vote. 

“If every member of this house were 
given three miautes to explain his vote 
on a proposition it would consume some- 
thing like nine hours.

Australian Ballot Bill. 
The Australian ballot bill by Mr. Kelly, 
of Glascock county, was taken up as 
the special order after the reading of the 


journal, and after considerable discus- 
sion was lost by a vote of 68 to 78. The 
measure lacked 20 votes of a constitu- 
tional majority 

The details of the measure are famil 
iar, the object being to provide a secret 
ballot in Georgia. The committee on 


elections had reported the bill favorably 
by a unanimous vote. 

Many members of the house urged that 
the favorable réport of the committee 
be adopted so that the measure might 
come up for fair and free discussion. 

“This is one of the most important 
measures that has been before the Geor- 
twenty years,’ said 
Mr. Hardwick. of Washington, ‘“‘and I 
hope this house will agree to this report, 
and let the discussion be heard.’’ 

Messrs. Flynt, of Spalding; Hardin, of 
Wilkes, and others urged that the house 
agree to the favorable report, and Mr. 
Park, of Greene, made a strong argu- 
ment on the same line. He considered 
it the most important measure introduced 
in the present legislature. It was im- 
portant, he said, that every safeguard 
should be thrown around the purity of 
the ballot, and while there were some 
features of the measure that needed 
amendment and perfection, he considered 
that it was a matter that should be 
properly considered, and he appealed to 
the house to give full opportunity for dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Hodges, of Hart, considered the 
present ballot system. good enough and 
the legislature, he said, should let well 
enough alone. He said Hill and Stephens 
and Gordon had been elected under the 
present system, and it was good enougn 
for the people of today. 

Mr. Daughtry, of Wilkinson, secured 
the floor for a few minutes during Mr. 
Hodges’ speech. He was opposed to the 
measure. 

A Democratic Measure. 

Mr. Hardwick, of Washington, made an- 
other earnest appeal for afavorable vote 
on the report of the committee. 

“The democratic party has always 
stood for ballot reform; it is a feature of 
the party’s platform,’’ he said, ‘‘and will 
you now smother this bill in the name of 
the democratic party without giving it a 
hearing?’ 

Mr. Hardwick declared that the meas- 
ure merited the full and careful con- 
sideration of the house. .

Mrs. Rathbun Weeps Over Corpse at 
Little Rock — Some Witnesses 
Called To Identify Corpse Say 
It Is Rathbun’s—Others 
That It Is Not. 


Louisville, Ky., November 13.—New feat- 
ures today in the case of Newell C, Rath- 
bun, held on a charge of desertion from 
the United States army, and suspccted of 
the murder of Charles Goodman, who was 
found dead in bed last Thursday in a 
Jffersonville hotel, were the decision to 
have the corpse of the supposed Goodman 
returned to Jeffersonville for an autopsy 
turned to Jeffersonville for an autopsy 
and identification; the announcement 
from Washington that the war depart- 
ment had decided to send Rathbun to 
Jeffersonville and turn him over to the 
‘fndiana authorities, and the refusal of 
the local authorities to send Rathbun to 
Little Rock to testify at the coroner’s in- 
quiry over the corpse that was shipped 
there. They say that Rathbun will go 
nowhere except to Jeffersonville, where 
he is to be tried on the charge of mur- 
dering by poison Charles Goodman. A 
telegram was sent to Little Rock today 
asking that the corpse be returned to 
Jeffersonville. 

The suspicions of Captain Sullivan: were 
aroused this morning by news from Lit- 
tle Rock that a Miss Corinne Pryor had 
stated that Rathbun had proposed a very 
much similar plot of defrauding an in- 
surance company to her and had said that 
if she would marry him and carry out 
her part that he would send a corpse 
home; that it could be buried as his, 
and that he and she could divide the in- 
surance money. He also learned that 
Mrs. Rathbun insisted that the corpse 
sent from Jeffersonville and now in LAtt- 
tle Rock was that of her husband. 

One of the most perplexing features of 
the case as it now presents itself to the 
police is in regard to the real identity 
of the prisoner here. That he has been 
passing himself over the country as Lieu- 
tenant Newell C. Rathbun, that he was 
married in Little Rock under that name 
and that he was insured for $4,000 appear 
to be certain, but the detectives are con- 
vinced that it is an alias and that he 
has never told his real name or his rea] 
home.

Wi.cn 
the coffin was opened Rathbun’s wife 
viewed the remains and said, *“That’s my 
darling.” The first intimation he had 
that anything was wrong was when Mrs. 
J. C. Watkins came to his house Sunday 
and after looking at the body sald it 
was not that of Rathbun. McKown said 
there had never been any doubt in his 
mind but that the body was Rathbun’s. 

Chris Elkin testified that he knew the 
man who was here as recruiting sergeant; 
and who gave the name of Rathbun. He 
saw the body and noted the resemblance, 
but could not state positively whether 
it was Rathbun or not. Rathbun had a’ 
prominent dimple, which the dead man 
did not have. He also thought the hair 
of the corpse was a shade lighter than 
that of Rathbun. 

William O’Connell testified that there

up, but he was positive the corpse was 
not that of Rathbun. He never saw the

THE FILIPINOS 


Four Hundred Insurgents Are 
Surprised by a Troop of 
First Regiment. 


SIXTEEN REBELS KILLED; 
FIVE WERE WOUNDED 


Enemy Were in Rifle Pits and Pre- 
pared for the Attack—After 
Slight Resistance They 
Ran, Americans Pur- 
suing Them. 


Manila, November 13.—Captain Hart- 
man's troop of the First cavalry early 
this morning surprised 400 insurgents at 
Buan, in Batangas province, southwest- 
ern Luzon. Half the insurgents were 
armed with rifles. They were prepared 
for an attack and were in rifle pits. The 
cavalry attacked the insurgents on the 
fiank, killing sixteen of them, wounding 
five and capturing nine rifies. The in- 
surgents broke and ran, the cavalry pur- 
suing them. 

Two large boatloads of arms are re- 
ported to have been landed on the south- 
ern part of the Batangas peninsula and 
taken to Durangan.

Present Mexican 
legislation does not contemplate trust 
companies as they are known in the 
United States and there will have to be 
extensive chang®s made in existing laws 
to give full scope to a trust company. 
This, it is now said, is under considera- 
tion by the government. It is recognized 
that this country’s business development 
has reached a point where trust com- 
panies are necessary. Old established 
banking interests resent the increase of 
American financial influence and _ will 
probably make opposition to the effecting 
of changes in the taws favorable to the 
uew American financial project. However, 


the administration is not hostile to 
American business influence and will 
probably favor a large trust company 


which would surely assume an important 
place in the banking world here. 


WALLACE INVITED TO JOIN. 


But Members of Society Are Against 
His Letter. 


Indlanapolis, November 13.—The chief 
incident of the meeting of the army of 
Tennessee, which opened here today at 
the Denisen hotel, was the reading and 
discussion of a letter written by General 
Lew Wallace, of Crawfordsville. 

The letter was read by General Hick- 
enlooper, corresponding secretary, and 
was an acknowledgment of the courtesy 
and kindness of the society in inviting 
General Wallace to become a member. 

General Wallace set out that he had 
been a member of the society and that 
he had severed his membership after the 
first three or four meetings for the rea- 
son that he found in the society at the 
time many who were unfriendly to him 
because of the discussion that grew out 
of the battle of Shiloh.. General Wallace 
said he would become a member if the 
society would do him the justice by ap- 
pointing a committee to review and re- 
port on his conduct on the occasion of 
his march from Crump’s landing to Pitts- 
burg landing. He offered to pay all ex- 
penses connected with the investigation. 

General Hickenlooper said that the so- 
ciety had never in any shape or form 
voiced the charges of which General 
Wallace complained. 

Judge Tuthill, of Chicago, said the so- 
clety should be glad to receive from 
General Wallace and place on record 
anything he might write concerning the 
battle of Shiloh. 

Major Muhlenburg said he was opposed 
to anything more than the mere courtesy 
that had already been extended to Gen- 
eral Wallace of coming and joining in 
the reunion. General Wallace, he said. 
had made a grievous mistake in making 
conditions upon which he would join the 
meetings. 

Judge Tuthill withdrew his suggestion 
and General Russell A. Alger suggested 
that the letter be acknowledged in a 
kindly manner and that the letters be 
not published in the official record. 

“IT think,’’ said President Dodge, “we 
shall have to publish the letter.” 

The society directed President Dodge 
to write General Wallace expressing its 
high regard and kindly feeling for him 
and renewing thie invitation to join the 
society. His letter to the secretary was 
ordered printed in the record of the so- 
ciety’s proceedings.

Great 
Northern's outstanding capital is $125,- 
000,000 par value, selling at 200 in the mar- 
ket, while Northern Pactific’s total out- 
standing stock after the retirement of 
the preferred will be $80,000,000 par value, 
making a total of $20,000,000, par value, 
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for the shares of these two companies. 
At 20 for G Northern, the amount 
would be incre ‘td $330,000,000 for the 
shares of the two companies. 

Burlington shares, it is understood, are 
not to be turned over to the new North- 
ern Securities Company. That stock is 
now held as collateral for the outstand- 
ing Burlington collateral bonds, with 
voting rights vested fin the Northern Pa- 
cific and the’ Great Northern railways. 
It is understood that the Union Pacific 
and Chicago Northwestern interests 
agreed to the retirement of Northern 
Facifie preferred and that Union Pacific 
will have a heavy interest in the capital 
of the hew company, considerably be- 
yond the par value of their presgnt 
Northern Pacific share holdings, which 
are placed at $78,000,000, par value, just 
over a majority of the total $155,000,000 
Northern Pacific stock capital. No in- 
formation was Obtainable as to what 
ehare, if any, the Vanderbilts, the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul are to have 
in the new company. 

Under the new arrangement the Union 
Pacific railway will have voting rights 
in the Burlington, the board of directors 
being about evenly divided between the 
Union Pacific and the Hill interests. The 
suggestion was made today that the Bur- 
lington stock may be held in a voting 
trust, under the agreement between the 
two interests. In this case J. P. Morgan 
will be a voting’ trustee. 

After the meefjng of the Northern Pa- 
cific directors J.’ J. Hill and George F. 
Baker went to Mr. Morgan’s office and 
had a conference with him. Later Jacob 
Schiff, of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and E. H. 
Harriman called. All declined to be iIn- 
terviewed. 

A member of the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. said that the Northern Securities 
Company would be the holding company 
of the various roads interested, but he 
declined to say what railroads these were 
on the ground that the details are not vet 
completed and premature publication 
might intérfere with their consummation. 

“You may rest assured,” he said, “that 
all difficulty over the Northern Pacific 
matter is now at an end, and this has 
been accomplished {!n a manner highly 
satisfactory to all concerned.”’

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BOERS MURDER 
THE KAFFIRS 


That Is the Charge Made at. 
a Banquet by the British 
War Secretary. 


KITCHENER TOHAVE _ 
FRESH TROOPS SENT HIM 


Over Forty-Two Thousand Boers in. 
Custody in Concentration Camps. 
Britain Intends To Accom- 
‘plish What It Set Out 

: To Do, He Said. 


London, November 13.—Mr. Brodrick, 
the British war secretary, speaking to- 
night at a banquet given in London in 
his honor by the City Carlton Club, de- 
clared that the Boers were hiding their 
tracks by murdering Kaffirs behind them. 

Lord Kitchener wired today, he con- 
tinued, that “the cold-blooded murder of 
natives had become frequent of late, and 
that two dead natives, their hands tied 
behind their backs, were found Novem- 
ber 10 at the bottom of a mine shaft.” 

Later in his speech Mr. Brodrick said 
Great Britain now had 42,000 Boers in 
custody in the concentration camps and 
on various islands, and that 11,000 more 
had been killed and wounded, or had left 
the country on parole. He added that 
he believed the number of Boers now in 
the field was about 10,000. 

“The country has set its teeth and in- 
tends to go through the process of wear- 
ing down,” he exclaimed. ‘We intend to 
provide Lord Kitchener fresh troops to 
replace the tired ones. Only today a cer- 
tain colony made an offer of help.” 

Mr. Brodrick said he was sorry any- 
thing had happened to affect the career 
of Sir Redvers Buller, and he assured the 
company that the deafness of Sir Evelyn 
Wood was not a bar to the work that 
officer had to do as commander of an 


army corps. 


Queer German Fire Regulationg 

Berlin Letter in Chicago Record-Herald: 
Ex-Senator Mitchell, of Wisconsin, had a 
funny experience in an apartment where 
he was spending last winter. Something 
caught fire in his rooms early in the 
morning, and the servants rushed out 
and gave the aldrm. in the meantime 
the senator was awakened, and, organiz- 
ing a shirt-tall fire brigade of the mem- 
bers of his family, he extinguished the 
flames with bowls and pitchers and water 
from the bath room. When the firemen 
arrived, the family was sitting around, 
calmly talking it over, but the police 
were determined to march them all off to 
jail for interfering with the fire depart- 
ment. After the alarm was given they 
should have locked their doors and left 
the house, placing the entire responsi- 
bility upon the fire department. It was 
unlawful for them to do anything to" ird 
putting it out. 

Another American, Professor Boice, had 
a similar experience. Whena fire caught 
in his apartment, he rushed across the 
street and let off an alarm from a box 
he had always noticed there, but had 
never had occasion to use it before. Now, 
it so happened that the street upon which 
Mr. Boice lived is the boundary line be- 
tween the city of Berlin and the town 
of Charlottenburg, one of its suburbs, 
in an alarm and then ordered the Char- 
lottenburg side, che fire department of 
that city responded. When they arrived 
they found that the fire was in the city 
of Berlin, and therefore they would not 
touch it. The foreman hurried to the 
nearest box on the Berlin side and turned 
i nan alarm, and the nordered the Char- 
lottenburg firemen back to the engine 
house. Within a few minutes the Berlin 
department came rushing up and put out 
the fire. 

In the meantime Mr. Boice had been ar- 
rested for giving a false alarm in Char- 
lottenburg, a misdemeanor which is pun- 
ished by a heavy penalty. It would not 
have been a false alarm, of course, if it 
had been given on the Berlin siluw of 
the street, but as there was no fire in 
Charlottenburg, it was a crime to give an 
alarm in that city. Mr. Buvive was not 
aware that Zs street was the boundary 
line, but the German law does not recog- 
nize ignorance as an excuse for the viola- 
tion of city regulationg. 


Will Not Be Represented. 

Philadelphia, November 13.—The Ameri- 
can Iron and Steel Association has offi- 
cially notified Theo. C. Search, chair- 
man of the committee on arrangements 
ofthe coming reciprocity convention at 
Washington, that it will not be repre- 
sented and its management asserts that 
every subsidiary organization in those 
trades has taken similar action.

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A WILD REGION IN ILLINOIS. 


An African Jungle in the Central 
Part of the State. 

Illinois State Journal: An African 
jungle transplanted to central Illinois 
would be the best description that could 
be given to a remarkable tract of land 
in Tazewell county, lying along the 
Mackinaw river, near the village of Lilly. 
This tract, in local parlance, is known 
as ‘‘the Lost Forty.”’ It is without doubt 
the wildest piece of land in all Illinois, 
and consists of a continuous series of 
abrupt and deep ravines. 

Not a foot of the tract could be culti- 
vated. The ridges are full of fox dens, 
wolves are occasionally found, and turkey 
buzzards hover over it in large flocks. 
Even people familiar with the territory 
have been lost in the dense forest. Ex- 
ecpt for a few giant oaks, the wood has 
no commercial value. 

The tract is known as “the Lost Forty’’ 
because no one knows who owns it. Fer 
years it has been used for trading pur- 
poses, and many unwary persons from a 
distance have advanced money upon it 
and taken mortgages in various sums, 
only to receive a questionable title to a 
worthlegs piece of land. On the Tazewell 
county tax books the forty appears with 
“Owner unknown.” The land is watered

$9 to 7. There were motions to adjourn 
to Covington or Louisville, but they were 
defeated. 

After another turbulent meeting the 
federation this afternoon adopted resolu- 
tions denouncing Ex-Congressman Breck- 
inridge for sentiments expressed last 
night, expelling from the federation and 
convention and denouncing Vice Presi- 
dent F. C. Leaming, of the federation 
and president of the local typographical 
union, of the committee that invited 
Colonel Breckinridge, and calling another 
meeting for Thursday night at which the 
views of the dissatisfied delegates might 
be publicly expressed. During the day 
and preceding the adoption of the resolu- 
tions the question of adjourning to an- 
other city to conclude its labors was 
considered, but defeated. J. J. O'Brien, 
the Lexington delegate, walked out, and 
a& meeting of the Blue Grass Typographi- 
cal Union, the entertaining organization, 
was called for tonight. 


What Breckinridge Said. 

Colonel Breckinridge’s speech was con- 
sidered courteous and in the vein of a 
supplemental welcome to that of the 
mayor.

SAYS GEN. SHELLEY 


leader of Anti-Ratificationist 
Says His Side Won. in 
Baltle of Ballots, 


CLAIMS 23,400 MAJORITY 
FROM Tak WHITE COUNTIES 


Says Moral Sentiment Behind Those 
Advocating Ratification Is 
Shown by Superior Court 
Judge Boasting of Voting 
Five Times, 


Birmingham, Ala., November 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)~General Charles M. Shelley, chair- 
man of the antt-ratification committee of 
the democratic party, does not give up 
the defeat of the new constitution as 
claimed by the friends of the measure, 
but on the other hand claims that it has 
been defeated. 

In an interview. this morning he gave 
out some facts and figures which make a 
good showing for his side of the contest. 
He claims to have carried for anti-ratifi- 
cation thirty-seven counties out of thirty- 
gix in the state with majorities aggregat- 
ing 29,400, and most all of this is from the 
white counties. He asserts that he has 
carried every county in the state where 
a fair election was held. He makes some 
salty charges and it is said that he is not 
one of the sort to make charges without 
gome proof. The interview speaks for 
itself and is as follows: 

General Shelley’s Statement. 

“My returns show that we have car- 
ried the following counties with the ap- 
roximate majorities shown: Autauga

Lately some members of the senior 
class considered themselves grossly in- 
sulted by the professor and one of them, 
Cadet Lister, a football player, made de- 
mand for an apology, which was refused. 

A violent quarrel followed. Professor 
Morrison reported it to the faculty and it 
is claimed he suppressed part of the 
facts. Lister was suspended. The seniors 
and juniors became very angry and 
served notice on the faculty of an inten- 
tion to quit in a body unless Lister was 
reinstated. 

It happened that the trustees met about 
this time and the students made a show- 
ing before that body, The trustees as- 
sured the boys that the professor would 
apologize and that would have to satisfy 
them for the present. The inference is 
that Mr. Morrison will resign now that 
the boys will be sustained. 

Professor Morrison has the reputation 
of being a very rough and severe d 
ciplinarian and has made many enemies 
among his pupils. When superintendent 
of public ‘aebuate of Greenville he whip- 
ed a boy very severely and was publicly 
ceacehtaned by the father of the boy, 
Mavor S. A. Townes.

Why 
not meet the Lancashire man in the 
Far East on his own ground? All this 
is within the domain of merchandise. 
The American merchant has carried 
everything before him in other lines, 
then why notin cotton? Give him but 
a chance, and the effect will soon be 
manifest. 

These spinners who will mingle on 
our streets today will represent every 
state in the south. The Carolinans 
will hold the banner for the best 
united effort, with Georgia coming in 
third. The spinning district is now 
so extended along the southern foot- 
hills that from the Atlantic seaboard 
to the Mississippi there could be kept 
up a constant signalling of cotton 
mills. . 


»_.. 
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An Important Development. 

The news dispatch from Boston, tell- 
ing of a movement of cotton mill oper- 
atives toward the south, is but the nat- 
ural result of the establishment of 
new fields of labor. 

The southern cotton mill stands in 
need of skilled operatives. The Con- 
stitution Has always held that the time 
would come when the New England 
operative would find It impossible 
to better his condition at home. Even 
with an advantage in wages that was 
much more than offset by the single 
item of fuel. From the first of. Sep- 
tember to the first of July fire is nec- 
essary in New England, as well as 
heavier clothing. The mills of that 
section cannot make the difference 


good by an advance in wages, since in 
the common market for fabrics all 
grades of goods have to stand side by 
side, competing in price as in other 
features. Since the northern opera- 
tive cannot get the wages necessary 
for his location, he can do the next 
best thing by moving to the place 
where the demands of nature are not 
so rigid. 

The southern miller has held all 
along that cheap labor defeated its 
own value by lack of skill. The com: 
ig of the northern operative means 
an increase of population with a con- 
sequent widening of every avenue of 
local trade.

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The Ill-Fated Referendum. 
The principle of referendum, made 
so much of during the alliance agita 
On, is one, strange to say, that has 
been abundantly demonstrated to be 
valueless in American politics. 
in constitutional amendments sub 
mitted to the people, no matter how 
important favorable action upon them 
may be needed, it is always. difficult 
to secure a vote. During the state 
elections of last week several in- 


stances of this kind occurred. In 
Pennsylvania three constitutional 
amendments “were submitted. The 


vote cast for and against them in Phil. 
adelphia is an index of the interest 
manifested in important constitutional 
changes. In round numbers the city 
cast 240,000 votes, while the vote on 
the first amendment submitted, for 
and against, was 80,000. On the sec- 
ond amendment the vote was 70,000, 
and on the third 52,000. This last 
amendment was one intended to open 
the way for the use of voting ma- 
chines, a matter that comes home to 
every voter. Yet only about two vot- 
ers in nine cared enough about con- 
stitution making to stamp on either 
side of the question propounded on 
the ballots before them.”’ 

It is only when great care is taken 
by the leaders in the preparation of 
tickets that a sufffcient vote can he 
called out. With such a record as this 
in regard to so important a proceeding 
as an amendment to the constitution, 
what could be expected if the subject 


stands clouded by this case, wants to 
sell a piece of his real estate, he is

Considering that the two terms applied 
to women—madame and madamoiselle— 
place them in a condition of obvious mor- 
al and material inferiority toward men, 
who are always called monsieur, whether 
married or unmarried, this society has 
decided that madame {is the only proper 
designation of members of the female 
sex, without respect to age or civil con- 
dition. 

It is recalled that the famous Clem- 
ence Roger, who translated Darwin 
into French, always refused to re- 
ceive letters addressed her as mad- 
emoiselle. Mme. Auclert holds that 
even the baby in the cradle should be 
addressed as madame. 

There is a good deal of. annoyance 
connected wiih misleading titles. 
“Mr.” and “Mrs.” in English refer to 
maturity and mastery; “Master” and 
“Miss” to the condition of youth. As 
many women retain their single state 
and yet arrive at prominence, the 
term of “Miss” is certainly juvenile 
for them, and, as was once the case, 
they should be addressed as “Mrs.”’ 
The purpose of these titles is to indi- 
cate On the one side maturity, and on 
the other to condition in life. For a 
lady in the marriage market “Miss” 
has a value, and it would save her 
Suitor from delicate investigation. 
For the woman who has become mis- 
tress of her own actions and who in- 
tends to remain in that condition, 
there is no reason why they should 


not bear the more mature cognomen 
of “Mrs.” 
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Keeping Out the Chinese. 

The character of the objections to 
Chinese immigration into this coun- 
try is briefily set forth by The New 
York Commercial, from which it will 
appear that “the man and the broth. 
er” idea is in eclipse.

The inese 
coolie can outbid the white man for 
work. “Thus it is so,” says The 
Commercial, “that our own ia- 
borers are supplanted by Chinese 
in shops, on railroads on ranches 
and in the thousand other in- 
dustries of the west. At the pres- 
ent time the situation is not so 
bad, for the Chinese residents are well 
settled to occupations that do not 
come into. such close competition with 
our own workers.

It has felt the effects of it once | 
and is not prepared to entertain an- | 
other multitude of the heathen.” All 
this, however, should be overlooked 
by a missionary people who esteem it 
a privilege to raise the standing of an 
inferior race. But against this mis- 
sion the west energetically protests. 
They claim that the Chinese “can 
mever adopt our habits, our tastes or 
our ambitions. Therefore they cannot 
become good citizens of the republic. 
They have no desire to affiliate with 
the American people, but herd togeth- 
er and maintain to a startling degree 
the habits and customs of their own 
land. This mode of living is devoid 
of ‘all the comforts an American la- 
borer of the lowest grade has a right 
to demand as his own, therefore they 
can and do work for less than he gets.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Georgians in Statuary Hall. 
Editor Constitution—Until the passage 
of the resolution of Mr. Houston, of Ful- 
ton, the other day in the general assembly 
of Georgia, I thought the question had 
been settled some twenty years ago, 
when a similar resolution had been intro- 
duced and passed and the names of Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe and Crawford W. Long 
were selected. The claim and right of 
General Oglethorpe no one denies, he be- 
ing the founder of our colony. .»ut as to 
the discoverer of anesthesia much has 
been written for the past twenty years. 
The facts referred to by Judge Howell 
Cobb, of Athens, in Tuesday’s Constitu- 
tion can be substantiated by all records 
on this subject. Even the most ardent 
admirers of Morton and the strongest 
supporters of his claim admit that Long 
used ether first. When the question arose 
as to who was the real discoverer of 
anesthesia a bitter controversy, which in- 
spired many articles, was the outcome. 
For generations those whose mission it 
was to alleviate human ills by surgical 
measures had sought for means by which 


to inflict upon their patients. The victim 
of a surgical operation was often drug- 
ged and nauseated or benumbed into a 
condition of semi-insensibility by toxic 
doses of Opium, alcohol or even nicotine. 
Dr. John C. Warren, of Boston, surgeon 
to the Massachusetts general hospital, 
stated that he had annually alluded to 
the subject in his lectures for many 
years, and when he was approached b 
Morton, a dentist of Boston, who state 
he had an agent which would produce 
unconsciousness and insensibility to pain, 
he gladly agreed to yield him an oppor- 
tunity to test its efficacy. Accordingly on 
October 16, 1846, in the operating room of 
the Massachusetts general hospital, Mor- 
ton administered the mysterious sub- 
stance, which he termed “lethron,’’ to a 
patient, from whom Warren proceeded to 
remove a tumor of the neck. On regaining 
consciousness the man asserted that he 
had suffered no pain. The same success 
attended subsequent operations, but in a 
short time the surgeons of the hospital 
refused to countenance Morteén’s dis- 
covery any further unless he would re- 
veal its nature. He finally yielded and 
‘lethron”’ proved to be nothing more than 
ordinary sulphuric ether, with its charac- 
teristic odor disguised by an admixture 
of aromatics. The big-hearted and gen- 
erous Long, as he always proved himself 
to be, had no secret from his brothers 
in the noble healing art. This is the time 
for evelp tiedical man in Georgia to use 
what influence he hf&s in favor of Long 
for one of these honors. Let every good, 
true woman in our noble southland come 
to the front with her influence, which is 
mighty in this land of ours. Let every 
one who has been under the surgeon's 
knife, the sting of which is relieved by 
ether, shout Long and loud for the great- 
est man that ever lived in the Empire 
State of the South.

FOUND ORPHANAGE 
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Dr. Crawford Jackson Will Establish 
Home for Negroes. 


CONFERENCE TO SUPPORT HIM 


Funds Expected To Come from Those 
Interested in Saving Negro 
Youths, by Education, 
from Lives of Vice 
and Crime. 


Dr. Crawford Jackson, who is at pres- 
ent pastor of the Methodist church at 
Fayetteville, Ga., will not return to that 
charge after the next conference meet- 
ing, but will devote his time to the estab- 
lishment of an orphanage for negro boys. 

Although Dr. Jackson will have the 
support of the North Georgia conference 
of the Methodist church, the orphanages 
and schools he proposes to erect and con- 
duct will be entirely interdenominational 
and non-sectarian. He is at present trus- 
tee and financial agent of the Leonard 
street orphanage for colored girls. The 
funds for the institution are expected to 
be furnished by churches and persons 
who are interested in saving, by educa- 
tion and manual training, colored chil- 
dren who are unable to care for them- 
selves. 

Associated with Dr. Jackson as trustees 
are Dr. W. W. Landrum, Rev. R. J. 
Bigham, Rev. Frank E. Jenkins, Colo- 
nel W. A. Hemphill, Hon. Hoke Smith, 
Rev. G. W. Bull and Rev. J. W. Blosser.

To give similar training to childarez of 
povr hegro parents who would be expected 
to furauish books, clothing and incidentals— 
entering such children at 10 or 12 years of 
age, and arrdnging to keep them if possible 
till they are mentally, morally and manually

they could pay back the institution, at least 
in part, in profitable labor, at the same tiine

5.° The whole educational plant to be philan- 
thropic. that is, while the school, shop and

supporting. 
6. All salable articles, and products, not 


needed for ‘‘home consumption,’’ to be sold 
for the benefit of the schools anc orphanage.. 

7. The boys and girla to be always kept 
separate, except when under the constant and 
the most careful supervision.

Plan that the schools are to be unlike other 
industrial schools, especially in the svuth, in 
that they furnish a chance to every healthy 
negro caild willing to work and learn. Book- 
ér Washington's institute—the most thorough- 
ly industrial, no doubt, in the south, and one 
ot” a vast deal of good—dvoes not admit 
children under |4 years of age; and they ‘‘are 
expected to be able to read, write and under- 
etand addition, subtraction, multiplication and 
division.’’

FAIN TELIS OF FORGERIES. 


Atlanta Man Was the Victim of a 
Smooth Citizen. 

W. L. Fain, of Atlanta, makes the fol- 
lowing statement in reference to the pub- 
lication of accounts of forgeries in which 
his name has been used by the forger: 

I read the article in Monday's paper headed 
“Ex-Atiantan Ils Bmocth Forger,’’ and as my 
namé w connected with the forgeries referred 
to, 1 wish te state the facts in so far as I 
know them. In the first place, I do not 
know the party who has perpetrated these 
forgerics and 1 Jo not believe he is an At- 


lanta man. But I am of the epinion that he 
is some “sharper’’ who has been in attend- 
ance at our late ‘‘fair.’’ 


He could easily obtain blank checke on the 
Neal Loan and Banking Company and the 
bark and learn the correct 
names of the cashiers. In some unaccount- 
able way he has learnei my name and ued 
it in forging eame of his checks and the 
name ‘‘Fain Bros.’’ in forging cotbers. There 
is no such firm in Atlan as ‘“‘Fain Brvs.,”’ 
however. I have seen six of these forged 
checks and have heard of as many more, and 
ali of them were made payable to the order of 


vm” Lee." These forged chccks are for 
various small amounts—$/ 2. 60, $18.75 and 
$27.50—an! ali of them ‘‘certifie’,’’ the name 


of the cashier forged in each case. I have 
seen letters from five of the forger’s victims— 
in Anderson, Ind., Columbus, Ohio. Philadel- 
phia, Pa., and Boston, Maas., and know of 
several of the forged checks coming from 
banks in Cincinnati, Indianapolis and New 
York. One of these letters inclosed a nicely 
printed card reading ‘‘C. tw Lee, rep- 
resenting Fain Bros."’ It seems that none 
of these forged checks were cashed south of 
the Ohio river; evidently the forger planned 
to get away from each place before his for- 
geries would be detected, and his route seems 
to have been from Cincinnati to Boston. The 
detectives are on his track and I hove @#/ll 
eoon catch him. Only one of the victims so 
far has furnished a description of the forger 
and .it does not fit any one I would suspect.

San Francisco, November 18—While in- 
terest grows in Friday's big fight, the 
odds are still 10 to 4 and there is not even 
the color of Ruhlin money to be seen.

ROCKS AHEAD OF 
HOWARD BILL 


Franchise Measure Received 
Unanimous Adverse 
Report. 


SEVERAL SPEAKERS ARE 
HEARD IN ITS FAVOR 


With Thirteen Votes Against the Bill 
Already Assured, Senators See 
Little Chance for Passage 
of the Measure. 


From yesterday's developments in the 
senate committee room it seems appa- 
rent that the Howard franchise Dill 
which passed the house is doomed to de- 
feat in the upper house. 

When the bill comes up in the senate 
it will have to overcome the adverse 
report of the entire general judiciary 
committee to keep from meeting its 
death, and this is generally admitted to 
be almost an impossibility. 

The general judiciary committee has 
had the bill before it for several days 
and yesterday morning it was passed 
upon and will be sent back to the senate 
with the recommendation that it “do 
not pass.’’ This committee is composed 
of thirteen senators, and as they are all 
against the franchise bill, it is hardly 
possible that it can secure the constitu- 
tional majority requisite for its passage. 

The senate is composed of forty-four 
members and it takes twenty-three votes 


to pass a measure, so with thirteen 
members of 


bill, it onl quires nine other adverse 
votes or ees to prevent it from 
becomin It was generally ad- 
mitted b he senators last night, and 


even by the most ardent supporters of 
the measure, that it was as good as 
defeated already, and they look on the 
vote to be taken in the senate simply 
as the final stroke. ’ 

Full Committee Votes. 


Up to yesterday morning the bill was 
in the hands of a sub-committee of the 
general judiciary committee, composed 
of Senators Ellis, Sullivan and Cann, 
and this sub-committee recommended to 
the full judiciary committee that the bill 
be reported back adversely. The report 
of the sub-committee was approved by 
the full committee and their revort will 
be made accordingly. 

The meeting of the general judiciary 
committee yesterday morning that de- 
cided the fate of the measure was a 
lengthy one and it was not until several 
Speakers had been heard from that a de- 
cision was reached. The first speaker 
was Judge Hamilton McWhorter, repre- 
senting the Southern railway. and his

Venus ts at this time about 96,000,000 
miles from us; Jupiter, say 
miles away, and Saturn nearly twice as 
far as Jupiter. Either of them is ‘m- 
mensely—near a thousandfold—iarger 
than Venus. The reason Venus shines 
much brighter than the other two 
is that she is much nearer to us; and aisu 
being so much nearer the sun than they 
she in tl giow of the suns more 
brilliant and intense light, which is re- 
flecced to us.

“With reference to your indorsement cover- 
ing copy of a letter dated August 1!6, from 
the consulate general of the United States of 
America regarding the comparative working 
capacity and the cost of running, etc., of Eng- 
lish and American locomotives, I have the 
honor to state as follows: 

‘*‘Five American engines were received and 
started to work in July and August, 1899. At 
the commencement of their career, the engines 
did not steam freely, and the fuel consump- 
tion was also very high—almost 70 pounds 
per mile. This was, however, remedied by 
the introduction of the following alterations, 
viz: (1) One single exhaust pipe and blast 
nozzle; (2) all deflecting plates removed from 
smoke box; (3) new fire grate bearing bars 
to take twenty-two fire bars in place of twen- 
ty-four;

vatve; (5) india rubber feed pipes in place of 
brass castings ball and socket; (6) lubricators 
for pistons.

4,000 freight cars were stored in that single 
yard. One of these officials explained that 
the English system is to have a turn table 
in the middle of the yard from which a daztn 
tracks radiate. Each car has to be run upon 
the turn table and then pushed off tn the 
proper direction. ‘“‘It is a long and tedious 
process in making up trains,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
one that can be improved from an economic 
standpotnt.’’ Therefore, he said that he should 
recommend to his company the adoption of 


the American meéthod.
